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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY  LAWS 


To  Be  Observed  in  Each  Christian  Church  of  the  Eastern  Atlantic 
Christian  Conference  Year  of  1939

We.  your  Committee  on  Resolutions,  realizing  the  great  need  of 
more  finance,  and  whereas  there  seems  to  be  so  little  or  no  interest 
on  the  part  of  those  who  are  responsible  to  collect  Conference  dues; 
and  whereas,  the  Eastern  Atlantic  Christian  Conference  does  have  a 
constitution  that  gives  sufficient  and  legal  power  for  collection  of  such 
dues;  and  whereas,  the  pastor  of  the  church  is  the  only  agent  of  the 
Conference,  through  whom  the  Conference  can  speak;  be  it  resolved. 

First:  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Conference  and  By-Laws  shall 
be  printed  in  the  minutes,  and  that  on  the  front  pages  for  the 
year  1939.  Be  it  resolved  further  that  any  pastor  failing  to  execute 
these  orders,  and  shall  not  bring  up  at  least  enough  Conference  As- 
sessment to  represent  50  percent  of  his  membership  in  any  one  year, 
unless  it  be  because  of  his  physical  illness  and  around  his  own  church, 
floods,  fire,  or  windstorm  has  caused  hinderance,  he  shall  be  charged 
out  of  his  personal  salary  the  amount  of  Conference  Assessment  that 
shall  represent  50  percent  of  his  membership.  Keeping  in  mind  at 
all  times  that  each  and  every  lawful  excuse  that  may  present  itself 
that  is  justifiable  to  the  Conference  may  be  drawn  through  a  com- 
mittee known  as  a  trial  jury,  making  whatever  recommendation  they 
may  think  best,  and  reporting  to  the  Annual  Conference  which  is 
then  in  session. 

This  resolution  now  becomes  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
this  5th  day  of  November  A.  D.,  1938,  11:40  A.M.  Eastern  Standard 
time,  in  the  town  of  Pamlico,  N.  C,  Pamlico  County,  and  in  the  State 
of  North  Carolina. 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  the  President,  Rev.  F.  A.  Hargett, 
shall  have  the  authority  to  execute  these  orders  to  the  very  best  of 
his  ability.

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PROCEEDINGS 

Pamlico,  N.  C,  November  2-6,  1938. 
FIRST  DAY— MORNING  SESSION— 11  A.  M. 

The  Eastern  Atlantic  Christian  Conference  met  at  Galilee  Chris- 
tian Church,  Rev.  J.  H.  Mann,  Pastor,  Pamlico,  N.  C,  on  the  above 
mentioned  date  with  the  President,  Rev.  F.  A.  Hargett,  presiding. 
Devotionals  were  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Howard.  Hymn  177,  "How 
Sweet  the  Name  of  Jesus'  Sound,"  C.  M.,  was  sung  for  opening.  Rev. 
J.  H.  Smith  read  the  136th  Psalms  for  the  opening  lesson,  after  which 
Bro.  J.  Miller  offered  prayer.  Hymn  No.  12,  C.  M.,  was  lined  and  led 
by  Rev.  J.  R.  Howard.  After  this  hymn  was  so  beautifully  lined,  the 
meeting  was  then  given  to  the  President,  who  at  this  hour  arose  and 
gave  thanks  and  appreciation  of  God's  divine  guidance  through  the 
year  in  these  very  welcomed  remarks.  All  ministers  and  delegates 
were  instructed  to  their  carefulness  in  safeguarding  themselves 
against  everything  that  was  not  Christian.  Many  helpfui  words  weie 
said  that  aech  minister  and  delegate  found  necessary  to  grasp.  Alter 
his  pleasant  introductory  remarks,  the  hour  11:30  A.  M.  having  ar- 
rived for  preaching. 

The  President  then  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  hour  in  person 
of  Rev.  J.  H.  Smith,  the  Conference  own  silver  tongued  orator,  who 
was  to  deliver  the  introductory  sermon.  After  a  few  brief  remarks 
of  gladness  and  appreciation,  Rev.  Smith  carefully  choose  for  a  text 
the  5th  chapter  and  17th  verse  of  the  Book  of  Chronicles.  Theme, 
"Six  Steps".  This  was  a  powerful  and  inspiring  message.  The  hearts 
of  the  speaker's  many  listeners  were  made  to  feel  uplifted  and  en- 
couraged from  this  helpful  sermon.  The  President  led  in  singing, 
"Bound  for  the  Promised  Land."    The  spirit  of  God  was  present. 

The  offering  was  then  taken  by  Bro.  H.  Swindell,  amounting  to 
$1.30.  Closing  remarks  by  the  President.  Benediction  was  offered  by 
Rev.  J.  H.  Smith.    The  Conference  then  adjourned  for  dinner,  1  P.  M. 

The  Conference  reassembled  at  the  appointed  hour,  2:30  P.M., 
with  the  President,  Rev.  F.  A.  Hargett,  presiding.  The  Devotionals 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  D.  Johnson  and  Rev.  F.  S.  Goodman.  Hymn 
151  was  sung  for  opening.  "Father  I  Stretch  My  Hand."  S.  M.  Rev. 
Goodman  read  the  1st  Psalms  for  Scripture  Lesson.  Rev.  J.  R.  Howard 
offered  prayer  followed  with  Hymn  No.  7,  "Guide  Me  O'er  Thy  Great 
Jehovah."  The  President  was  then  in  charge  of  the  meeting.  After 
some  remarks  he  declared  the  meeting  open  for  the  transaction  of 
business  in  Gospel  order. 

First  order  of  business  was  the  roll  calling  of  Ministers,  Dele- 
gates, Churches,  and  the  collection  of  all  dues.  Next  order  of  business 
was  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules.    Report  was  as  follows:

We,  your  Committee  on  Rules,  wish  to  submit  to  you  our  report. 

First:  We  recommend  that  the  order  of  program  already  adopted 
be  followed  as  correctly  as  possible. 

Second:  We  recommend  that  no  minister  or  delegate  take  leave 
of  absence  without  permission  from  the  President. 

Third:  We  further  recommend  that  no  minister  or  delegate  re- 
main out  of  doors  during  opening  devotionals  of  each  session;  failing 
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to  comply  with  these  rules,  a  line  of  25c  shall  be  paid.

FIRST  DAY— EVENING  SESSION 

The  Conference  reassembled  at  the  appointed  hour,  7:30  P.M., 
with  the  President,  Rev.  F.  A.  Hargett,  presiding.  The  Devotional 
Service  was  conducted  by  the  pastor.  Rev.  J.  H.  Mann  and  Rev.  J.  R. 
How^ard.  Music  was  rendered  by  the  entertaining  church  choir. 
Hym.n  No.  12  was  sung  for  an  opening  selection,  "Blest  Be  the  Tie 
That  Binds."  Rev.  W.  M.  Fisher  offered  Scripture  which  w^as  a  part 
of  the  4th  chapter  of  St.  Matthews.  Prayer  was  offered  and  then  the 
choir  led  in  singing  Hymn  No.  13,  "There  Is  A  Fountain." 

Rev.  W.  H.  Jefferies,  who  was  appointed  master  of  ceremonies 
for  the  evening,  takes  charge  of  the  service,  which  further  continued 
with  a  welcome  program  of  church,  community  and  vicinity. 

1.  Welcome  in  behalf  of  Galilee  Church  and  Community,  given 
by  Mrs.  Annie  Green.  The  Conference  received  a  very  hearty  wel- 
come and  were  made  to  feel  very  much  content  and  at  home. 

2.  A  welcome  was  extended  the  body  in  behalf  of  Broad  Creek 
Chapel  Christian  Church  by  Mrs.  Minnie  J.  Hall  that  was  very  good. 
On  the  part  of  that  church  the  Conference  was  very  highly  welcomed. 

3.  Then  we  listened  to  a  very  hearty  welcome  given  in  behalf 
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of  the  Colored  Baptist  Church  of  Merritt,  N.  C.  by  Miss  Aletha  Wilson. 
This  welcome  was  worth  while  and  all  were  made  to  feel  glad  as  the 
speaker  left  the  floor. 

4.  Mr.  H.  G.  Green  then  offered  a  solo  entitled,  "Do  You  Know 
Anything  About  Jesus?"  This  selection  was  beautifully  sung  and  all 
enjoyed  same. 

5.  We  then  listened  to  a  very  commendable  welcome  in  behalf 
of  the  Pamlico  County  Colored  Training  High  School  by  the  principal 
Prof.  W.  H.  Pattillo.  In  this  most  excellent  welcome,  many  helpful 
words  were  spoken  and  the  Conference  was  very  much  benefited  from 
this  hearty  welcome. 

6.  The  President,  Rev.  F.  A.  Hargett  then  being  in  charge,  re- 
quests the  Conference  silver  tongued  orator  in  person  of  Rev.  J.  H. 
Smith,  to  give  response  to  the  many  good  and  timely  welcomes  that 
had  been  offered.  Rev.  Smith  responded,  and  to  say  that  his  response 
was  good  is  but  putting  it  mildly. 

Mrs.  Mildred  Thompson  then  lifts  our  souls  heaven wardiy  Vv-'lh 
a  beautiful  solo  entitled,  "Something  Has  Happened  To  Me."

M.  Fisher  offered  prayer,  after  the  second  hymn.  Rev.  Farrar  was 
in  charge.  -He  gave  to  the  Conference  some  very  timely  remarlcs  and 
also  told  of  his  experientn  from  tr.avermir  the  world  aroupd  for  the 
betterment  of  the  Christiar'  Church.  Aft^r  his  remarks,  tho.  President, 
Rev,  Hargett,  being  present,  presented  Rev.  W.  H.  Jefferies  to  open 
thn  topic  of  the  evening.  Themr^:  "The  Churr^-'q  A^titur^n  Toward 
Polit-'cs.

After  a 
few  remarks  by  the  vice-president  the  pastor  presented  the  Rev.  J. 
R.  Howard  who  preached  a  fine  sermon,  his  text  being,  Heb.  11:6,  fol- 
lowed by  song,  "Working  On  The  Building."  Then  the  vice-president 
spoke  a  few  words  regarding  the  service  and  chose  Bro.  J.  F.  Squires 
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and  Miss  Lillie  Flinch  to  lift  the  offering  which  totaled  $3.02.  After 
the  pastor  assigned  delegates  to  their  homes  followed  the  closing 
song  and  dismissal  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Howard. 

September  9,  1938 — The  second  session  was  conducted  by  Rev.  J. 
R.  Howard.  Opening  song  was,  "Down  at  the  Cross,"  followed  by 
scripture  reading:  St.  John,  14th  chapter;  prayer  by  the  president 
and  song:  Need  Thee."  Then  the  devotional  was  given  into  the 
hands  of  the  president  who  arose  with  a  few  remarks  and  declared 
the  house  open  for  the  transaction  of  business.  First  in  order  was 
the  calling  of  the  roll  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  and  these  were  received  and  adopted.  Bro.  J.  F.  Squires  paid 
$.50  and  then  the  roll  of  the  churches  was  called  and  also  the  delegates. 
The  Educational  Committee  reported  as  follows:  "Let  us  help  Frank- 
linton  Christian  College  to  whatever  her  calls  might  be.  Let  us  help 
her  as  much  as  we  can  to  foster  her  program."  The  report  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted.    The  treasury  reported  as  follows:

This  report  was  received  and  adopted  and  then  followed  the  re- 
port of  the  General  Supt.,  Bro.  J.  M.  Lovick.  His  report  was  very 
good  and  was  received  with  favor.  He  was  asked  to  travel  the  field 
another  year.  It  was  motioned  that  there  be  a  small  sum  appropriated 
for  his  traveling  expenses  to  the  various  Sunday  Schools.  Field  ex- 
penses for  travel  were  reported  at  $3.25  and  then  followed  discussions 
by  different  ones.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  as  follows: 
"1.  That  the  convention  in  the  future  should  begin  on  Friday;  2. 
That  the  Endeavor  should  begin  on  Saturday  afternoon;  3.  That  each 
Sunday  School  should  train  children  from  2  to  7  years  in  Christian 
teaching  in  any  way  that  it  might  help  to  gain  their  thought  towards 
the  Chrsitian  church."  These  resolutions  were  received  and  then 
followed  the  president's  annual  address  which  was  very  timely  and 
inspiring.  His  address  was  voted  to  go  down  in  the  minutes. 
His  expenses  were  reported  as  follows:

Then  Rev.  C.  C.  Simmons  was  asked  to  take  charge 
of  the  remainder  of  the  session  in  which  there  was  a  great  joy  of 
fellowship  abiding  among  those  assembled.  The  session  closed  with 
dismissal  by  Rev.  C.  C.  Simmons. 

The  Friday  afternoon  session  was  conducted  by  the  General  Supt., 
Bro.  J.  M.  Lovick  and  the  Vice-President,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Murphy.  The 
opening  song  was  followed  by  scripture,  St.  Mark:  6th  chapter;  prayer 
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by  Bro.  J.  M.  Lovick  and  song,  "0,  What  A  Beautiful."  The  service 
was  given  into  the  hands  of  the  president  who  arose  with  a  few  re- 
marks and  declared  the  house  open  for  business.  The  topic,  "What 
Is  My  Task?"  was  discussed  by  Sis.  Aurora  Lee,  Rev.  J.  R.  Howard, 
Sis.  A.  M.  Mosely,  Sis.  Maggie  Milteer,  Bro.  J.  M,  Lovick  and  die 
president  who  closed  with  these  words:  "You  must  be  born  again, 
being  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.    Then  we  know  our  task."

Pellam.

The  7  P.  M.  service  was  conducted  by  the  pastor  and  choir  of  the 
said  church.  Opening  song:  "Let  Jesus  Fix  It";  scripture  reading  by 
Bro.  J.  M.  Lovick:  St.  Matt.,  5th  chapter;  prayer  by  the  president; 
song:  "That's  What  Jesus".  The  president  arose  and  presented  the 
speaker.

and  your  president  to  assist  the  schools  that  are  not  working  with 
the  unions  and  get  them  working. 

I  hope  that  you  will  consider  these  suggestions.  We  hope  to  see 
the  convention  marching  on.
